WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The throngs 
coming to Dr. Talmage*s preaching serv­ 
ices at the First Presbyterian church 
are all the time increasing and far beyond 
the capacity of his church to hold. In this 
sermon ho discusses a subject interesting 
to all—^^vlz, “ The Geology of the Bible; or, 
God Among the Rocks.” The text is II 
Samuel vl, 6, 7: “ And when they came to 
Nachon’s threshing floor Uzzah put forth 
his hand to the ark of God and took hold 
of It; for the oxen ghook it. 
And the an­ 
ger of the Lord was kindled against 
Uzzah, and God smote him there for his 
error, and there ho died by the ark of God. ” 


A band of music is coming down the 
road, cornets blown, ‘ timbrels struck, 
harps thrummed and cymbals clapped, all 
led on by David, who was himself a musi­ 
cian. They arc ahead of a wagon on which 
is the sacrcd box called the ark. 
The 
yoke of oxen drawing the wagon imperiled 
it. Some critics say that the oxen kicked, 
being struck with the driver’s goad, but 
my knowledge of oxen leads me say that 
If on n hot day they see a shadow of a tree 
or wall, they arc apt to suddenly shy off 
to itet the coolncss of the shadow. I think 
these oxen so suddenly turned that the 
sacrcd box seemed about lo upset and bo 
thrown to the ground. Uiizah rushed for­ 
ward and laid hold of the ark to keep it 
upright. But ho had no right to do so. A 
special command had been given by the 
Lord that no one save the priest under 
any circumstanccs should touch that box. 
Nervous and excited and irreverent, Uzzah 
disobeyed when ho took hold of the ark, 
and ho died as a consequence. In all ages, 
and never more so than in our own day, 
there are good people all the time afraid 
that the Holy Bible, which is the sacred 
ark of our time, will be upset, and they 
have been a long while afraid that science, 
and especially geology, would overthrow it. 


Whilo wo are not forbidden to touch the 
holy book and, on the contrary, are urged 
to fondle and study it, any one who is 
afraid of the overthrow of the book is 
greatly oflfending the Lord with his un­ 
belief. 
The oxen have not yot been yoked 
which can upset that ark of the world’s 
salvation. Written by tho Lord Almighty, 
ho is going to protect it until its mission 
Is fulllllcd and there shall bo no more 
need of a Biblo because all its prophecies 
will have been fulfllled and the human 
race will have exchanged worlds. A trum­ 
pet and n violin are vory dift'erent instru­ 
ments, but they may bo played in perfect 
accord. 
So tho Bible account of the crea­ 
tion of tho world and the geological ac­ 
count aro dift'orent—one story written on 
parchment and tho other on tho rocks and 
yet in perfect and eternal accord. 
The 
word “ day,” repeated in tho first chapter 
of Genesis, has thrown into paroxysms of 
criticism many exefectcs. 
The Hebrew 
word “ yom” of tho Biblo means some­ 
times what wo call u day, and sometimes 
it means ages. 
It may mean 24 hours or 
100,000,000 years. 
Tho order of creation 
as written In tho book of Genesis is the 
order of creation discovered by geologists’ 
crowbar. So many Uzzahshavo been nerv­ 
ously rushing about for fear the strong 
oxen of scientiiic discovery would upset 
tho Bible that I went somewhat appre­ 
hensively to look into the matter, when I 
found that tho Biblo and geology agree in 
saying that first were built tho rocks, then 
tho plants greened the earth, then marine 
creatures were created from minnow to 
whale, then tho wings and throats of 
aerial choirs were colored and tuned, and 
tho quadrupeds began to bleat and bellow 
and neigh. What is all this fuss that has 
boon filling tho church and tho world con­ 
cerning a flght between Moses and Agas- 
sizi' There is no light at all. 
But is not 
tho geological impression that tho world 
was millions of years building antaKonistio 
to tho theory of ono week’s creation in 
Gonoisls? No. A 
bouse is to bo built. 
A man takes years to draw to tho spot tho 
foundation stono and tho heavy timbers. 
Tho house is about done, but it is not fin­ 
ished for comfortable rcHidenco. Suddenly 
tho owner calls in upholsterers, plumbers, 
‘jfas fitters, paper hangers, and in ono week 
it is ready for occupancy. 


Now, it requires no stretch of Imagina­ 
tion to realizo that God could havo taken 
millions of years for the bringing of tho 
rocks and tho timbers of this world to­ 
gether, yet only one week more to make 
it inhabitable and to furnish it for human 
residence. Rememljer also that all up and 
down tho Biblo tho language of the times 
was used—common parlance—and it was 
not always to bo taken literally. Just as 
wo say every day that the world is round 
when it la not round. It is spheroidal— 
flattened at the poles and protuberant at 
tho equator. 
Professor Snell, with his 
chain of triangles, and Professor Varin, 
with tho shortened pendulum of his clock, 
found it was not round. 
But wo do not 
become critical of any one who says the 
world Is round. Let us deal as fairly with 
Moses or Job as we do with each other. 


EverlMtingly Right. 


But for years good people feared geol­ 
ogy, and without any Imploration on 
their part apprehended that tho rocks and 
mountains would fall on them until Hugh 
Miller, thoelderof St. John’s Presbyterian 
church in Edinburgh and parishioner of 
Dr. Guthrie, came forth and told tho 
world that there w'as no contradiction be­ 
tween the mountains and tho church, and 
O. M. Mitchell, a brilliant lecturer before 
ho Ijecamo brigadier general, dying at 
Beaufort, S. O., during our civil war, took 
the platform and spread his map of tho 
strata of rock in tho presence of great au­ 
diences, and Professor Alexander Winchell 
of 
Michigan university and Professor 
Taylor I^wis of Union college showed 
that tho “ without fonn and void” of tho 
first chapter of Genesis was the very chaos 
out of which the vrorld was formulated, 
tho hands of God packing together tho 
land find tossing up the mountains into 
great heights and Hinging down tho seas 
into their groat depths. 
Before God gets 
throufih with this world there will hardly 
iKi a liuok of tho liiljlo that will not find 
ctiiiiirumtion either in archa;oloi'y or «ool-

so full of sulphur and brimstone that It 
stings your tongue, and for hours you can­ 
not get rid of tho nauseating drop—the 
scientist then digging down and finding 
sulphur on top of sulphur, brimstone on 
top of brimstone, while all round there 
are jets and crags and peaks of salt, and 
If one of them did not become the sarcoph­ 
agus of Lot’s wife, they show you how 
a human being might in that tempest

have been halted and packed Into n white 
monument that would defy the ages. 


But, now, you do not really believe 
that New Testament story about tho earth­ 
quake at the time Christ was crucified, do 
you? Geology digs down into Mount Cal­ 
vary and finds the rocks ruptured and 
aslant, showing the work of an especial 
earthquake for that mountain, and an 
earthquake which did not touch the sur­ 
rounding region. Go and look for your­ 
self, and see there a dip and cleavage of 
rocks as nowhere else on the planet, geolo 
gy thus announcing an especial earth­ 
quake for the greatest tragedy of all the 
centurics—the assassination of the Son of 
God. 


Confirmed by Geology. 


But you do not really believe that story 
of the burning of our world at tho last 
day? Geology digs down and finds that 
the world is already on fire and that tho 
center of this globe is Incandescent, molt­ 
en, volcanic, a burning coal, burning out 
toward the surface, and tho internal fires 
havo so far reached the outside rim that 1 
do not see how the world Is to keep from 
complete conflagration until the prophe­ 
cies concerning it aro fulfllled. 
The lava 
poured forth from the mouths of Vesuvius, 
Mount Etna and Cotopaxi and Kilauea is 
only the regurgitation from an awful in­ 
flammation thousands of miles deep. There 
are mines in Pennsylvania and in several 
parts of the world that havo been on fire 
for many years. 
These coal mines burn­ 
ing down and tho internal fires of the 
earth burning up. after awhile these two 
fires, the descending and the oscending, 
will meet, and then will occur the uni­ 
versal conflagration of which tho Bible 
speaks wlien it says, “ The elements shall 
melt with fervent heat, tho earth also, 
and tho works that are therein shall bo 
burned up.” 


Instead of disbelieving the Bible story 
about the final conflagration, since I have 
looked a little into geology, finding that 
its explorations arc all in the line of con 
flrmation of that prophecy, I wonder how 
this old craft of a world can keep sailing 
on much longer. 
It is like a ship on fire 
at sea, tho fact that tho hatches aro kept 
down the only reason that it does not be­ 
come ono complete blaze—masts on fire, 
ratlins on fire, everything from cutwater 
to tatTrail on firo. 
After geology has told 
us how near the internal fires have already 
burned their way toward tho surface, it 
ought not to bo a surprise to us at any 
time to hear tho ringing of tho fire bells of 
a universal conflagration. Oh, I am so 
glad that geology has been born! Astron­ 
omy is grand because it tells us about 
other worlds. 
But I must say that I am 
more interested in our world than In any 
other world, and geology tells us all about 
what it was, its cradle and what will bo 
its grave. 
And this glorious geology is 
proving itself more and more the friend of 
theology. Thank God for the testimony of 
the rocks, the Ten Commandments an­ 
nounced among tho split rocks of Sinui, 
tho greatest sermon of Christ preached on 
tho basaltic rocks of the mount of beati­ 
tudes, tho Saviour dying on the rocks of 
Golgotha and buried amid tho limestone 
rocks of Joseph’s sepulcher, tho last day 
to bo ushered in with a rending of rocks 
and our blessed Lord suggestivtUy entitled 
tho “ U(x;k of Ages,” 
I this day proclaim 
tho banns of a nuirriago between geology 
and theology, the rugged bridegroom and 
tho fairest of brides. 
Let them join their 
hands, and “ whojn God hath joined to­ 
gether let not nutn put asunder. ” 


N«v«*r Yet Upiiet. 


If anything in tho history or condition 
of tho earth seems for the timo contradict 
ory of anything in geology, you nmst re 
ntombcr that geology Is ail tho timo cor 
recting itself and more and more coming 
to harmonization with tho grciit book. In 
tho last century tho French Scientific asso 
elation printed a list of 80 theories of geol 
ogy which had been adopted and after 
ward rejected. 
Lyell, tho scientist, an 
nounccd 50 theories of geology that haci; 
been believed in and afterward thrown 
overboartl. 
Meanwhile the story of tho 
Biblo has not changed at all, and if geol 
ogy has cast out between 100 and 300 theo 
rios which it once considered established 
wo cun afford to wait until the last theory 
of geology antagonizing divino revelation 
shall havo been given up. 


Now, in this discourse upon the geology 
of tho Bible, or God among tho rocks, 
charge all agitated and affrighted Uzzahs 
to calm their pulses about the upsetting 
of the Scriptures. I^ t me see! For sov 
eral hundred years tho oxen have been 
jerking tho ark this way and that and 
pulling it over rough places and trying to 
stick it in tho nmd of derision and kick 
ing with all tho power of their hoofs 
against the sharp goads and trying to pull 
it into tho cool shado away from tho heats 
of retribution from a God “ wljo will by 
no njeans clear tho guilty.” Yet havo you 
not notic(Hl that tho book has never been 
upset? Tho only changes niado in it were 
by its loarneii friends in the revision of 
tho Scriptures. Tho book of Genesis has 
been thundered against by tho mightiest 
batteries, yet you cannot today find in all 
the earth a copy of the Biblo Nvhich ha 
not the 50 uhapters of tho first eoi)y of tho 
book of Gene.sis overprinted, starting with 
tho words *‘In tho beginning God” and 
closing with .Toseph’s eoflin, 
Fierce at 
tack on the book of Exodus has been made 
because they ^aid it was cruel to drow 
Pharaoh and tho story of Mount Sinai was 
improbal)lo. 
But the b(jok of Exodus ro 
nuiins intact, and not one of us, consider 
Ing tho eruuhu's which ho would hav 
continued amoj g the brick Kilns of Egypt 
would have tinuwn i haruoh a ¿jlank if 
wo had seen him drowning. And Mount 
Binal is today a pile of toshcd and tum 
bled basalt, recalling the cataclysm of that 
mountain when tho law was given. And 
as to those Ten Couunandmonts, all Ro 
man law, all German law, all English 
law, all American law worth anything 
aro squarely founded on them. Bo mighty 
assault fur centuries has been made on the 
book of Joshua. It was said that (he story 
of tbe detained tun and moon Is an Insu

It C ruised A bout Under W ater for 
Four H ours at Baltim ore 
Saturday. 


About a m onth ago, an Oshkosh man 
who had invented a subm arine boat,an­ 
nounced th at he intended to search for 
the Chicora, the vessel which sunk in 
Lake Michigan three years ago, drown­ 
ing a score of Benton H arbor and St. 
Joseph people. 
As usually happens 
with inventors, the Oshkosh man en­ 
countered nothing out incredulity and 
hints th a t his brain cavity was filled 
with chainless bicycles. 
Now another 
man, Simon Lake ol Baltim ore, has 
constructed a sim ilar craft, which was 
tested last Saturday and proved its 
ability to rem ain under w ater for four 
hours, m eanwhile cruising about on the 
bottom. 
In an interview in one of the 
Baltim ore papers. Inventor Lake inti­ 
mated th at he, too, had it in mind to 
rieiircn for the Chicora. 


So here are two men, both with ves­ 
sels capable of navigating under water, 
and both planning to ilnd the Chicora. 
T heir motives, it is easy to see, are 
stiongones.

iind money has been lost in fruitless 
elToi ts I,o solve the mystery that success 
al this time would be so sen.sational an 
cveni th at the news would be published 
prominently 
in every paper in the 
1‘ountry. with the result th at the inven­ 
tor would have his fortune made.

W ith the masts used Friday and which 
are hollow, perm itting air to come in 
on one side and go out on the other, 
the vessel can work 40 feet under 
water. 
In deeper water hose is used 
which answers the purposes of supply­ 
ing air to the gasoline engine, and also 
upplies the crew.

Prof. George Rodger, president of 
Benzonia college, began a series of lec­ 
tures at the Presbyterian church Sun­ 
day m orning in which he expects to re­ 
move the doubts of those who grope 
after religious light, yet doubt.

first lecture was“ Is Faith KeasonableV” 
and last evening he preached to a large 
union congregation at the F irst M eth­ 
odist church on the “ Stream of L ife.” 
He closed his argum ent with this sig­ 
nificant statem ent: 


‘•There is no unbelief. 
W hoever 
plants a seed and waits to see it push 
forth the llower believes in God.” 


Prof. Rodger iv^as brought up in a 
Christian home, but when he returned 
from college he w'as a skeptic.

Bible with the teachings of science. 
The first sermon th at helped to bring 
back his sight was not preached by a 
m inister, but by a tree, the .second ser­ 
mon by a span of horses and the third 
by the playing of his companions on 
the campus. 


He elo.sed the Bible, laid upon all 
the creeds and doctrines of the church, 
and led the audience into another chan­ 
nel 
of 
thought. 
Wiping all 
these 
aside he proceeded to prove to the 
doubter that there was a loving Cod, a 
)jcrsonality 
Kvery one. he declared, 
believe.-i. 
The doubler and the man 
wlio claims to unbelieve l)elie\es that 
he him^elf is a personality and that 
when at his best he love>, not hates. 
From this foundation bv a »‘onvinc.ng 
litie of reasoning he showed that the 
fountain must In; at least as high as 
the .•stream, 
''riial the stream of life, 
the man, could not be a personality un- 
le>s the foundation from which he 
llowed was a personality. 
That the 
man at his best was a loving personality 
and that the fountain mii^t likewise 
be a personality, not a hating person­ 
ality, iiut a loving oersonality, for man 
at his 
best loves and the fountain 
must at least be that high. 
S(;ientilio- 
ally the man who does not beiieve in 
thè personality of Cod cannot believe 
in his own pers<jnalitv 
This was the 
thought that removetl the clovid of un­ 
belief from before I'rof. Kodger and 
made clear his religiou*, vision.

Lejenne, the brilliant aid-de-camp 
of the Marshals Berthier, Davout and 
Oudiuot, gives a very interesting ac­ 
count of his first achievemeut on tho 
field of battle.

furnaces of an ocean steamer bs it puts 
©ut from Now York Narrows for Ham­ 
burg or Southampton. 


I should not wonder if from the crypt 
of ancient cities the inspired manuscripts 
of Matthew, Mark, Luke and John, in 
their own chirography, would bo taken, 
■nd the epistles which Paul dictated to his 
amanuensis as well as the one in tho 
apostle’s own handwriting. 
At tho same 
ratio of archteological and geological con­ 
firmation of the Scriptures the time will 
come when tho truth of the Bible will no 
more be doubted than tho common al­ 
manac, which tolls you tho days and the 
months of tho year, and the unbelievers 
will be accounted harmless lunatics. For­ 
ward the telescope and the spectroscope 
and the chemical batteries and critically 
examine the ostracoids of the ocean depths 
and the bones of the great mammals on 
the gravely hilltops! And the mightier, 
and the grander, and the deeper, and tho 
higher the explorations tho better for our 
cause. As sure as the thunderbolts of the 
Almighty ore stronger than tho steel pens 
of agnostics, tho ark of God will ride on 
unhurt and Uzzoh need not fear any dis­ 
asters upsetting. 
Tho apocalyptic angel 
flying through tho midst of heaven, pro­ 
claiming to all nations and kindred ttnd 
people and tongues the unsearchable richcs 
of Jesus Christ are mightier than the shy­ 
ing oflf of a yoke of oxen.

and Lily of tho Valley is he, combina­ 
tion of all gentleness and tenderness and 
aweotnessf Oh, yes. 
But if tho mighty 
forces now arrayed for tho destruction of 
tho nations are to bo mot and conquered, 
wo must have a God of the rocks. 
Tho 
/'Lion of Judah’s trilio,’^ as well as the 
“ Jjamb who 
slain.” 
Ono hundred 
and thirty times does tho Bible speak of 
tho rock os defenKc, as ormaniont, as ref­ 
uge, as overpowering strength. 
David, 
tho psalmist, lived unjong tlio rocks, and 
they reminded him of the Almighty, and 
ho ejaculates, “ The Lord liveth; blesml 
bo my i*ock.”. “ Lead mo to the rock that 
Is higher than L ” And then, as if his 
^ iiy e r had been answered, by 
the 


strength couio into his soul, and ho crie.*} 
out, “ T h o l^rd is njyrock.” “ Ho shall 
•et mo up upon a rock,” 


Would the Blblo present a sublime pic­ 
ture of motherly desperation in defense of 
lier children, it shows us Kizpah on the 
rock for three months with disheveled hiilr 
and wild screiuus lighting buck vultures 
and juekals ironn tho corpses of her sons. 
Would the Bible set forth the hardness of 
the heart and the power of gospel to over­ 
come it, it tells us of tho “ huninier that 
breuketh the rocks in pioces.” Would our 
Lord represent tho durability of his chuivh 
against all assault ho siiys, “ Upon this 
rock will 1 build my church and tiio g«»tes

centuries, standing on u rock so high that 
It overlooks l^ike Galileo to tho riglit and 
on a clear day overlooks the Mediterranean

some Martin Luthers—men of nerve ami 
faith and prowess, like the Huguenots, 
and the pllgrini fathers, and the Dutch 
at Leyden keeping back the enemy until 
tho tides of the sea came in. I-ord, God oi 
tho rocks, help us in this awful snuggle, 
in which heaven or hell is bound to beat!
